REFORM PROGRESSES 


Victory Most Remarkable One— House 
( lause Satisfactory to Progres­ 
sives and Democrat*. 


Washington, May 3.—The complete 
surrender of the Aldrich machine in 
the senate on Sections 7 and 12 of the 
railroad bill, the most cherished pro­ 
visions in the bill from the reaction­ 
ary standpoint has raised a doubt 
in many quarters as to whether there 
will really be a railway bill out of 
the Sixty-Second congress. 
Much Depends on Democrats. 
The 
indications are that if the 
democrats will vote with the nisurg- 
ttnts to the end, there will be a rail­ 
road bill, and it will be a radical 
bill that the insurgents and demo­ 
crats will pass up to President Taft 
for signature. If the senate demo­ 
crats will continue to vote with the 
insurgents in the efforts to perfect 
the bill it will then be necessary for 
the Aldrich-Elkins regulars to vote 
against it in order to defeat it. Sen­ 
ate democrats generally, it is ex­ 
pected, will vote against the adoption 
of the bill, even though so thorough­ 
ly reformed as 
it 
stands 
today, 
though such democrats as Senator 
Gore or Senator 
Chamberlain 
will 
probably not be found voting against 
the improved measure. 
On the other hand, many republi­ 
can Senators from the Middle West, 
like those who have joined in the 
young revolt against the machine on 
the long and short haul clause tfould 
not dare to follow Aldrich and El­ 
kins in any move to defeat the bill, 
should such a hold course be deem­ 
ed expedient. So ii is expected that 
the senate will pass the railroad bill 
with the pooling clause, the merger 
provision and the stock and bond 
feature eliminated, while the entire­ 
ly reconstructed bill in the house 
is in such shape that democrats who 
were formerly opposed to the meas­ 
ure now confess that the bill is get­ 
ting into such shape where they will 
no longer be able to oppose it, and 
its passage in the ohuse appears as­ 
sured. 
Progressives May Control Conference. 
The question then arises, what Will 
happen to it in conference? With tho 
insurgents and democrats complete­ 
ly in the saddle in the house they 
will probably control the house con­ 
ferences. In fact, the past has been 
about concluded whereby the demo­ 
crats and insurgents 
will 
actually 
name the conferees. With a single 
member of the Senate conferees, one 
of whom will probably be Senator 
Newiands of Nevada, the democrats 
and insurgents could control the con­ 
ference, and backed by a strong sup­ 
port, possibly a majority in 
each 
house, the democrats and insurgents 
could force the enactment of a radi­ 
cal bill. In fact, everything, in view 
o frec‘*nt developments, indicates that 
there will be either a bill more rad­ 
ical than what is left of the senate 
bill, or no bill at all. t 
Victory Most Remarkable (hie. 
The victory of Cummins, La Follet­ 
te, Dolliver, Clapp and other sf-nat'* 
progressives over the Aldrich 
ma­ 
chine is one of the most rem arkable 
legislative episodes in years. It is 
the surrender of a powerful machine 
to a group of intelligent men who 
have been read out of the republican 
party time and again by the ma­ 
chine which now has completely sur­ 
rendered on the very points which 
the machine said constituted trea­ 
son. While the president and the sen­ 
ate organization wrere surrendering to 
the 
progressives, 
Attorney 
General 
Wickersham was again reading them 
out of the party in a speech in New 
York. 
As a result of yesterday’s insur­ 


gent triumph the adm inistration bill 
underwent three radical surgical op­ 
erations today. 
Reform Progresses. 
In the Senate, in accordance with 
yesterday’s agreement 
between 
the 
relentless progressives and the dis- 
comfltted regular leaders, Section 7, 
providing for^ traffic agreements, and 
Section 
12 legalizing m ergers, were 
dropped almost in a perfunctory way, 
thus consigning to the waste bask­ 
et two of the most strongly criticised 
proposals of the bill. 
The 
House 
followed 
the 
Senate 
lead this afternoon, in so far as 
Section 7 of the Railroad bill was 
concerned. The legalization of traffic 
agreem ents’ was cut from the bill by 
a teller vote of HO to 91. On the 
preceding rising vote on the Madden 
motion to strike out Section 7 it was 
lost by a tie of 102 to 102. On this 
vote the curious spectacle was pre­ 
sented by Floor Leader Sereno E. 
Payne and W alter Smith of Iowa, an­ 
other of the Cannon wheel horses, 
standing 
up 
shoulder 
to 
shoulder 
with 
Insurgent Norris and votting 
for cutting Section 7 from the bill. 
On the subsequent teller vote' Mr. 
Payne 
retired 
to 
the 
cloak 
room 
and refused to come out, but Judge 
Smith stuck to his colors and pass­ 
ed between the tellers in support of 
the Madden amendment. Previously, 
the House, by a majority of 124, vot­ 
ed down a motion to strike from the 
bill the long and short haul clause. 
This clause in the House bill is not 
as conprehensive and drastic as the 
long and short haul amendment of­ 
fered to the bill in the senate by 
Dixon of Montana. 
House Clause Satisfactory. 
Still the House clause is satisfac­ 
tory to the progressives and demo­ 
crats. 
It gives the Interstate Com­ 
merce Commission the right, when 
conditions w arrant it, to permit rail­ 
roads to charge more for a short 
than a long haul to meet competition 
and 
special 
peculiarities of trans­ 
portation. 
The temper of the 
Senate 
and 
House indicates 
clearly 
that 
the 
drastic revision of the adm inistration 
bill will continue. It is believed cer­ 
tain that when the bill gets out of 
committee of the whole and into the 
house, the attem pt to eliminate the 
provision creating the Court of Com­ 
merce, will be cut from the meas­ 
ure. lf this is done so little will 
remain of the bill, as drawn up by 
Attorney General Wickersham, that 
it is probable the reactionaries will 
no longer care as to its ultim ate 
fate, but it is not probable that they 
will openly contrive to defeat it.

the senate on Sections 7 and 12 of the 
railroad bill, the most cherished p^*o- 
visions in the bill from the ^eaction- 
ary standpoint has raised a doubt 
in many quarters as to whether there 
will really be a railway bill out of 
the Sixty-Second congress. 


Mncli Depends on Democrats. 


The indications are 
that if the 


democrats will vote with the nlsurg- 
ents to the end, there will be a rail- 
road bill, and it will be a radical 
bill that the insurgents and demo- 
crats will pass up to President Taft 
'or signature. If the senate demo- 
crats will continue to vote with the 
insurgents in the efforts to perfect 
the bill it will then be necessary for 
;he Aldrich-Elkins regulars to vote 
against it in order to defeat it. Sen- 
ate democrats generally, it is ex- 
pected, will vote against the adoption 
of the bill, even though so thorough- 
y reformed as 
it 
stands 
today, 


though such democrats as Senator 


ore or Senator 
Chamberlain will 


3robably not be found voting against 
the improved measure. 


On the other hand, many republi- 


can Senators from the Middle West, 
ike those who have joined in the 
^oung revolt against the machine on 
the long and short haul clause would" 
not dare to follow Aldrich and El- 
lins in any move to defeat the bill, 
should such a hold course be deem- 
ed expedient. So- It 1s expected that 
,he senate will pass the railroad .bill 
with the pooling clause, the merger 
provision and the stock and bond 
feature eliminated, while the entire- 
ly reconstructed bill in the house 
is in such shape that democrats who 
were formerly opposed to the meas- 
ure now confess that the bill is get- 
ting into such shape where they will 
no longer be able to oppose it, and 
its passage in the ohuse appears as- 
sured. 
Progressives 5Tny Control Conference. 


The question then arises, what ^yill 


happen to it m conference? With the 
insurgents and democrats complete- 
ly in the saddle in the house they 
will probably control the house con- 
ferences In tact, the past has been 
about concluded whereby the demo- 
c^ats and insurgents \\ill actually 
name the conferees. With a single 
member ot the Spnate conferees, one

progressives over the Aldrich ma- 
chine is one of the most remarkable 
egislative episodes in years. It 
the surrender -of a powerlul machine 


a group of intelligent men who 


lave been read out of the republican 
party time and again by the ma- 
chine which now has completely sur- 
rendered on the very points which 
.he machine said constituted trea- 
son. While the president and the sen- 
ate organization were surrendering to 
he progressives, Attorney General 
Wickersham was again reading them 
out of the party in a speech in New 
York.

Reform Progresses. 


In the Senate, in accordance with 


yesterday's agreement 
between the 


relentless progressives and the dis- 
comfitted regular leaders, Section 
providing foi\ traffic agreements/ and 
Section 12 legalizing mergers, were 
dropped almost in a perfunctory way, 
thus consigning to the waste bask- 
et two of the most strongly criticised 
proposals of the bill. 


The House 
followed the 
Senate 


lead this afternoon, in so far as 
Section 7 of the Railroad bill was 
concerned. The legalization of traffic 
agreements' was cut from the bill by 
a teller vote of 110 to 91. On the 
preceding rising vote on the Madden 
motion to strike out Section 7 it was 
lost by a tie of 102 to 102. On this 
vote the curious spectacle was pre- 
sented by Floor -Leader Sereno E. 
Payne and Walter Smith of Iowa, an- 
other of the Cannon wheel horses, 
standing up shoulder to shoulder 
with Insurgent Norris and votting 
for cutting Section 7 from the bill. 
On the subsequent teller vote* Mr. 
Payne 
retired 
to the cloak room, 


and refused to come out, but Judge 
Smith stuck to his colors and pass- 
ed between the tellers in support of 
the Madden amendment. Previously, 
the House, by a majority of 124, vot- 
ed down a motion to strike from the 
bill the long and short haul clause. 
This clause in the House bill is not 
as couprehensive and drastic as the 
long and short haul amendment of- 
fered to the bill in the senate by 
Dixon of Montana. 


House Clause Satisfactory. 


Still the House clause is satisfac- 


tory to the progressives and demo- 
crats. 
It gives the Interstate Com- 


merce Commission the right, when 
conditions warrant it, to permit rail- 
roads to charge more for a short 
than a long haul to meet competition 
and special peculiarities 
of trans- 


portation. 


The temper of the 
Senate 
and 


House indicates 
clearly 
that 
the 


drastic revision of the administration 
bill will continue. It is believed cer- 
tain that when the bill gets out of 
committee of the whole and into the 
tiouse, the attempt to eliminate the 
provision creating the Court of Com- 
merce, will be cut from the meas- 
ure.

the senate on Sections 7 and 12 of the 
railroad bill, the most cherished p^*o- 
visions in the bill from the ^eaction- 
ary standpoint has raised a doubt 
in many quarters as to whether there 
will really be a railway bill out of 
the Sixty-Second congress. 


Mncli Depends on Democrats. 


The indications are 
that if the 


democrats will vote with the nlsurg- 
ents to the end, there will be a rail- 
road bill, and it will be a radical 
bill that the insurgents and demo- 
crats will pass up to President Taft 
'or signature. If the senate demo- 
crats will continue to vote with the 
insurgents in the efforts to perfect 
the bill it will then be necessary for 
;he Aldrich-Elkins regulars to vote 
against it in order to defeat it. Sen- 
ate democrats generally, it is ex- 
pected, will vote against the adoption 
of the bill, even though so thorough- 
y reformed as 
it 
stands 
today, 


though such democrats as Senator 


ore or Senator 
Chamberlain will 


3robably not be found voting against 
the improved measure. 


On the other hand, many republi- 


can Senators from the Middle West, 
ike those who have joined in the 
^oung revolt against the machine on 
the long and short haul clause would" 
not dare to follow Aldrich and El- 
lins in any move to defeat the bill, 
should such a hold course be deem- 
ed expedient. So- It 1s expected that 
,he senate will pass the railroad .bill 
with the pooling clause, the merger 
provision and the stock and bond 
feature eliminated, while the entire- 
ly reconstructed bill in the house 
is in such shape that democrats who 
were formerly opposed to the meas- 
ure now confess that the bill is get- 
ting into such shape where they will 
no longer be able to oppose it, and 
its passage in the ohuse appears as- 
sured. 
Progressives 5Tny Control Conference. 


The question then arises, what ^yill 


happen to it m conference? With the 
insurgents and democrats complete- 
ly in the saddle in the house they 
will probably control the house con- 
ferences In tact, the past has been 
about concluded whereby the demo- 
c^ats and insurgents \\ill actually 
name the conferees.

party time and again by the ma- 
chine which now has completely sur- 
rendered on the very points which 
.he machine said constituted trea- 
son. While the president and the sen- 
ate organization were surrendering to 
he progressives, Attorney General 
Wickersham was again reading them 
out of the party in a speech in New 
York.

Reform Progresses. 


In the Senate, in accordance with 


yesterday's agreement 
between the

Payne and Walter Smith of Iowa, an- 
other of the Cannon wheel horses, 
standing up shoulder to shoulder 
with Insurgent Norris and votting 
for cutting Section 7 from the bill. 
On the subsequent teller vote* Mr. 
Payne 
retired 
to the cloak room, 


and refused to come out, but Judge 
Smith stuck to his colors and pass- 
ed between the tellers in support of 
the Madden amendment. Previously, 
the House, by a majority of 124, vot- 
ed down a motion to strike from the 
bill the long and short haul clause. 
This clause in the House bill is not 
as couprehensive and drastic as the 
long and short haul amendment of- 
fered to the bill in the senate by 
Dixon of Montana. 


House Clause Satisfactory. 


Still the House clause is satisfac- 


tory to the progressives and demo- 
crats. 
It gives the Interstate Com- 


merce Commission the right, when 
conditions warrant it, to permit rail- 
roads to charge more for a short 
than a long haul to meet competition 
and special peculiarities 
of trans- 


portation. 


The temper of the 
Senate 
and 


House indicates 
clearly 
that 
the 


drastic revision of the administration 
bill will continue. It is believed cer- 
tain that when the bill gets out of 
committee of the whole and into the 
tiouse, the attempt to eliminate the 
provision creating the Court of Com- 
merce, will be cut from the meas- 
ure. 
If this is done so little will 


remain of the bill, as drawn up by 
Attorney General Wickersham, that 
•t is probable the reactionaries will 
no longer care as to its ultimate 
fate, but it is not probable that they 
will openly contrive to defeat it.
